Enterprise over the 
ignature of Mr. Charles Hamlin,and as 
t gives a most comprehensive idea of 
he principles upon which all these co- 
jperativc associations are based we re- 
mblish it for the benefit of those of our 
readers interested in the local organi- 
zation : 


Any person 
desiring to purchase 


shares as an investment may do so, not 
;o exceed • twenty-five shares in all. 
The price is one dollar per month for 
each share. If bo takes five shares, he 
says five dollars per month. The pay- 
ments continue until tho shares are 
each worth two hundred dollars. They 
ire then culled "matured shares," or it 
is said they have reached their "ulti- 
mate value." 


Before the issun of a now series the 


accounts are made up and the profits 
are credited to tho several shares. 
These credits help to mature the shares. 
At maturity, each share-bolder is en- 
titled to icceivo two hundred dollars in 
cash for eacli of the matured shares 
hold by him. It is plain that if no 
profits were added, it would require 
200 mouths (10 2-3 years) to pay up a 
share: but tho profits nenerally reduce 
the time to ten years, and this makes a 
good investment.

Lexington! Concord! What American 


boy or girl, man or woman, has not 
beard or read of these little Massachu- 
setts villages, where the first earnest 
blows for American independence were 
struck and the hot flame of the Revo- 
lution first burst out, on the 19th of 
April, 1775 Among the first object* Of 
my pilgrimage were these two villages. 


It was a charming morning in Octo- 


ber, 1848, when I traveled by railway 
from Boston to Concord, seventeen 
miles northwest of the New England 
capital. There I. spent an hour with 
Major Barrett and his wife, who "saw 
the British scamper," and had lived 
together there almost sixty years. The 
major seemed robust at eighty-seven, 
and his wife, almost as old, seemed as 
liinble of foot as a matron in middle 
life. She was a vivacious little woman, 
well formed, and retained many traces 
of the beauty of her young womanhood. 
They had much to tell me of events 
their eyes had witnessed. 


After visiting the place of thn skirm- 


ish at Concord, I rode in a private 
vehicle to Lexington, six miles east- 
ward, through a picturesque and fertile 
country, and entered the famous vil- 
lage at the Green, whereon that skirm- 
ish occured 
and a . commemorative 


monument now stands. 
After brief 


interviews with two or three aged per- 
sons there, 1 drove to the house of 
Jonathan Harrington, in East Lexing- 
ton, who. a lad seventeen years old, 
had heralded the opening of the old 
war for independence with the shrill 
notes of the life.

"In tho summer of 1870, when there 
were confined In the House of Deten- 
tion more than three hundred political 
offenders, It was decided to have a gen- 
eral prison celebration of the Centenni- 
al Fourth of July— the birthday of the 
American Republic. 
As early a* the 


lint week in June the prisoners beran 
to make preparations for the proposed 
celebration, by requesting relatives who 
visited them to send to the prison for 
their use as many red and blue hand- 
kerchiefs, neckerchiefs, shirts, and 
pain of red flannel drawers ascould be 
sent without exciting suspicion, and at 
the same time all the prisoners who 
were permitted to have movable lights 
began to purchase Mid hoard candles. 
The colored garments were torn into 
strips, the caudles were cut Into Inch 
long bits, and both were distributed by 
means 
of the 
water-closet pipes 


throughout the whole prison. Some of 
tho women, who were allowed to have 
needles and thread and to sew in their 
cells succeeded iu making rude Ameri- 
can flags, and before the 1st of July al- 
most every political offender in the 
prison had either a flag, or a few strips 
of red, white, and blue cloth, and an 
inch or two of candle. 


"Dav breaks in the latitude of St. 


Petersburg, in the summer, very early, 
and on the morning of tho Fourth ol 
July, 1876, hours before the first mid- 
night cannon announced the beginning 
of the great national celebration in 
Philadelphia, hundreds of American 
nags and streamers of red, , white, and 
blue fluttered from the grated windows 
of the politicals around the whole 
quadrangle of the great St. Petersburg 
prison, and. the members of the prison 
"club*" were faintly hurrahing, sing- 
ing patriotic songs, and exchanging 
greetings with one another through the 
water-closet pipes which united their 
cells. The celebration, of course, was 
soon over. The prison guard, although 
they had never heard of the Declara- 
tion of Independence and did not un- 
derstand the significance of this extra- 
ordinary demonstration, promptly seiz- 
ed and removed the flags and tricolor- 
fid streamers. Some of the prisoners, 
however had more material of tho same 
kind In reserve; and at intervals 
throughout the whole day scraps and 
tatters of red, white, and blue were 
furtively hung out here and there from 
cell windows or tied around the bars 
of tho gratings. Late in the evening, 
at a preconcerted hour, the politicals 
lighted their bits of caudle and placed 
bhem in their windows, and the cele- 
bration ended with a faint but percep- 
tible illumination of the great prison 
quadrangle. 


"There scorns to me to be something 


profoundly mournful and touching in 
this attempt of three hundred political 
offenders to celebrate together, in the 
loneliness and gloom of a Russian pris- 
on, the centennial birthday of a free 
people. Compared with the banners, 
the fireworks, the martial music, and

liberty in Fliiladclphia,thc rudely fash- 
ioned stars and stripes hung out from 
grated cell windows, tho filiut hurrali- 
ing and singing of patriotic songs 
through water-closet pipes,und tho few 
bits of tallow candle,illuminating faint- 
ly at night the dark, silent quadrangle 
of the prison in St. Petersburg, may 
seem pitifully weak, ineffective, and in- 
siguilicant; but judged by a spiritual 
standard, the celebration in tho House 
of Preliminary Detention iu the Rus- 
sian capital of the American Centenni- 
al Fourth of July, is an event almost 
as extraordinary, and to the heart and 
imagination of a freeman almost an im- 
pressive, ;as tho splendid demonstra- 
tion in Philadelphia.

I bade them farewell, re- 
ceived from the old fifer the benedic- 
tion, ''God bless yon," went back to 
the village Green, sketched the monu- 
ment and called upon their kinsman, 
Abijali Harrington, who was a lad four- 
teen years old at tho time of the skir- 
mish. He saw nearly all of the light. 
He had two brothers in it, and had 
been sent by his mother, trembling on 
account of her sous, to watch the fray 
at a safe distance, and to obtain infor- 
mation concerning her brave boys. 
They escaped unhurt. 


From Mr. Harrington's I wont to the 


house of Parson Clarke, where I found 
Mrs. Margaret Chandler, a remarkably 
intelligent old lady, then eighty-three 
years of age.. She had lived in that 
house ever since the Revolution; had a 
clear recollection of events at Lexing- 
ton on tho memorable Abril morning, 
and gave me a version of the escape of 
Adams and Hancock somewhat differ- 
ent from that given by tho venerable 
fifer. 


On 
tho 
seventy-fifth 
anniversary 


(1850) of the conflicts at Lexington and 
Concord, Mr. Harrington rode in the 
procession with his brother Charles, 
vgcrl ninety; Thomas Hill, aged ninety- 
two, and Dr. Preston, aged elahty-four. 
At the banquet, after the procession, 
tho aged, fifcr offered the toast: "The 
10th of April, 1775. All who roinoml.er 
thai day will support tho Constitution 
of tho United States." On that occa- 
sion Edward Everett made a speech, in 
which he remarked that it pleased his 
heart to see these venerable men beside 
him, find he was happy to assist Mr. 
Jonathan Harrington to put on his top- 
coat a few minutes before. In doing 
so he was ready to say, with David. 
"Very pleasant art thou to me, my 
brother Jonathan." ' 


Mr. Harrington died late in March, 


1854, when he was almost ninety-six 
years of age, and was buried with pub- 
lic honors, the highest State-officers 
with a military escort forming a part of 
the funeral procession.

have been made by the military aud cit- 
izens of the State to inaugurate our 
State Government at Newport this year. 
But the United States' necessities have 
altered their programme. The North 
are having reverses in the field, Geu. 
Hanks is compelled to retreat, andUen. 
UcClellau with the great Army of the 
Potomac, from which so much was ex- 
pected, is checked in his advances 
toward Richmond, aud the rebels are 
threatening an advance on Washington 
and Baltimore. The day looks dark; 
the general Government calls for three 
mouths 
volunteers, 
and tbe dome 


Guards are expected to respond. 


May 27.—Co. A, National Guards, as- 


sembled 
at the Armory on Clarke 


street, for duty at the front, each mem- 
ber being served with a printed notice, 
as follows:— 


TO ARMS t 


All members Co. A, National Guards, of 
Rhode Island, will report themselves immedi- 
ately at tho Artillery Armory, 
J. H. POWEL, Captain. 


At 0 o'clock the "Old Guards" and the 
Newport Artillery turned out to escort 
them to the boat for Providence. We 
formed in line and marched to the 
steamer Perry and were soon on our 
way in a pouring rain, leaving Newport 
a very dull "Election Day" with some 
sad hearts at the loss of their sons or 
brothers going into the army for hard- 
ships, diseases, aud perhaps death. Co. 
A, with 40 men, was escorted to Provi- 
dence by a portion of the Artillery 
Company, under Col. Stedman, and a 
portion of the ' Middletown National 
Guards. Ten of the latter enlisted in 
our Company which was finally filled 
up to 72 men. On our arrival in Prov- 
dence, it seemed that some of -those in 
authority did not wish to accept us, and 
said there were Providence men enough 
to fill the three-months. regiment, and 
suggested that we could enlist in the 
twelve-months regiment. Capt. Powel, 
however, told them we responded to 
the call of the President for three- 
months men and for no other pur- 
pose; they could accept or reject us, it 
was their choice. 
Finding that Capt. 


Powel was not easily scared, they con- 
eluded to accept us in the Oth R. I. Vol- 
unteers, much to our satisfaction, and 
we were ordered to Westminster Hall, 
where we received short addresses from 
Col. Stedman, F. A. Pratt and others, 
in which we were informed that we 
should soon bo at the front and must 
not let little Rhody be the least in the 
field of glory. In the evening we were 
marched to Railroad Hall aud served 
with so-called army rations, or, as our 
boys call it, "salt horse," after which 
sacks were furnished us, with tho in- 
formation that we could go down stairs 
and fill them with straw for beds, pre

paratory to turning in. This with a 
blanket wag considered.cuough. There 
was no use trying to sleep with so much 
noise and confusion. There was scarce- 
ly an officer to any of the companies In 
the room. But Capt. Powel showed a 
willingness to share both our duties and 
inconveniences and tried to quiet the 
noises 
and get the men to retire. 


It got quite still about 11 o'clock, 10 
that those who chose laid down for a 
nap, but Powel remained up, the guard 
said, until between 1 and 2 o'clock. I 
awoke about half past 2 and quietly 
smiled. Just think of it! over 300 men 
asleep in one room, a large part of them 
snoring at different times, and others 
muttering in their sleep. 
About 3 


o'clock Corporal Slocum called Private 
Taylor to relievo the euard, John Diir- 
fee, and about five minutes after, one 
of the men awoke with a loud yawn 
that was heard all over the hall and 
then tho fun began. Some shouted 
"Dry up!" another "Go to sleep!" and 
from all over th'e hall were shouts.— 
Capt. Powel tried to still them, but it 
was of no use; they were undisciplined, 
did not belong to his company and not 
having their own officers with them, 
soon all was in the confusion of the 
day before, and in less than fifteen min- 
utes every one was awake and up, 
their beds of straw having no more at- 
traction. 


May 28.—Wn have been drilled to- 


day, 
and received our rations of hard 


bread, saltbeef and coffee. I guess the 
milk and sugar gave out before they 
got around to the out-of-town compa- 
nies for we had none and the Provi- 
dence men did. They also had some 
very nice looking boiled ham instead 
of tlio tough ealt beef, for it was tough 
and salt, such as they put on board ves- 
sels for a long voyage. It proves the 
saying, "Nothing like being in favor at 
Providence." 
At 3 p. M. we formed in 


front of the railroad station on Ex- 
change Place, and were examined by 
the surgeon, quartermaster and others, 
and at 4 took the cars for New Tork, 
passing through East Greenwich,Kings- 
ton and other villages and towns, and 
receiving cheers from each, as proba- 
bly some friend or brother was among 
us. Arriving at Groton at 8 p. M., we 
marched on Board the beautiful steam- 
er Plymouth Rock. I was informed by 
one of the officers in charge of trans- 
portation that about 8fiO men comprised 
the regiment. Capt. Powel was officer 
of the day. On board the boat we were 
allowed to accommodate ourselves on 
deck as best wo could, and after we 
had lain down there was not room 
enough to step so closely were we stow- 
ed, and our knapsacks were not as soft 
as the pillows we left at home. 


May 29.—We arrived in New Tork 


about 6 p. M., and immediately took 
passage on the steamer Atlas for Perth 
Amboy. Tho bnys are all well; Sum- 
ner Lincoln is passing his dry jokes to 
Lanney Dejongh; Sergeant Morgan has 
jnst passed up some little stow-aways 
to the captain, and Ramsey, Barlow, 
Wilkey, Burnett, Taycr, and a 
few- 


others, are singing to tho listening 
crowd. The passage was very pleasant, 
we passed some beautiful villages and 
many river steamers, and were greeted 
with cheers or saluted with fire-arms 
along the route. Just before reaching 
Amboy. by order of tho colonel, we 
were furnished with twenty-five rounds 
of cartridge and tho information that 
we were to march through Baltimore* 
and that the Newport company would 
have the left of the line, tho post of 


the West Indies, and wars for Inde- 
pendence lii Mexico, Central Aneri- 
ca and South America, many people 
were driven from their homes in these 
region:), and came to1 New Orleans as a 
place of refuge. 
Among them wen 


two brothers, Pierre and Jean Lafltte. 
They were Frenchmen born in Itayo'nne, 
but they had lived for several years in 
the West Indies. Both were tall, hand- 
some men; but Jean had the stronger 
character. For a, time they carried on 
the trade of blacksmithiug. Their shop 
stood on.St. Philip street, between 
Bourbon and Dauphin. Ii was pulled 
down only a few years ajro. Bold and 
enterprising in disposition, and of com- 
manding presence, thu two brothers 
wore utted by nature to be leaders of 
men. .lean, especially, was of an ap- 
pearance so striking that strangers, 
meeting him on the streets, turned for 
a second look at him. 


At first, they were only the agents 


in New Orleans for smugglers who 
brought merchandise aud slaves into 
the bays aud bayous along the Louisi- 
ana coast; but it was not long before 
they became the chiefs of tho most 
powerful organization of lawless men 
that ever existed in this country. In 
1810, they made their headquarters on 
the islands at the entrance of the Bay 
of Barataria, where they built a fort 
and a village. They obtained from the 
republic of Carthegena, In South Amer- 
ica, then at war with Spain for its in- 
dependence, letters of marquo which 
authorized them to capture Spanish 
vessels wherever found. They fitted 
out and armed fast-sailing schooners, 
which were the terror of the Gulf.— 
According to common belief at the 
time these vessels were pirates, which 
did not hesitate to pick up any mer- 
chant ship they could overhaul, no 
matter what flag it might carry; but 
the Laflttes denied these reports, and 
insisted that they were honorable pri- 
vateorsmen, only attacking the ships of 
Spain, as, under, the laws of nations, 
their letters of marque gave them the 
right to do. That they were smugglers, 
violating the laws of the United States, 
they did not deny. 


In vain did Governor.Claiborne issue 


proclamations, commanding the people 
of Louisiana tb arrest the Lafittes and 
their men. Jean and Pierre came often 
to New Orleans, and read the procla- 
mations posted on the walls of the old 
government building, on the Place aux 
Armes. Once there was an effort made 
to arrest Jean, as he was passing 
through a bayou with a boat-load of 
smuggled goods. A party of custom- 
house officers attacked him from the 
shore. There was a fight, and Jean 
and bis crew beat off their assailants. 
Afterward, Jean sent a polite letter to 
the'captain of the custom-house force, 
iu which he said: "I am a man of 
peace, and do not want to fight; but I 
would have you to know that I am at

Digging the Tunnel at Libby Prison. 


From an illustrated article in tho 


March Century, by a participant, we 
quote the following: "Work could only 
be possible between the hours of 10 at 
night, when the room was generally 
abandoned bv the prisoners because of 
its inundatid condition, and 4 o'clock 
ih the'morning, when the earliest risers 
were again astir. It was necessary to 
do the work with an old jack-knife and 
one of the chisels previously secured 
by "Hose. It must be done in darkness 
and without noise, for a vigilant senti- 
nel paced on the Carey street sidewalk 
just outside the door and within teu 
feet of the fireplace.

It is time now to set hens for early 


chickens. Before doing this, clean out 
all accumulations under the roosta and 
scatter clean sand or dry earth there to 
absorb any odor that may remain.

Then put in a pan of hot coals, on 
which throw ahiindful of sulphur, and 
close the room for an hour or two un- 
til the sulphur smoke has penetrated 
every part of the building.

•tiff brush in kerosene, and brush 
roosts, nest boxes and walls thorough- 
ly. After this clean straw may bo put

When I waa man}, very many 


younger than I am now, I (pent tome 
toe with a kintman iu Philadelphia 
who lived near Independence square.— 
Jear him dwelt two octogenarUua.live- 
y relics of our national birth-tlme.who 
•pent several evenings of each week at 
the house of my cousin. They were 
dways there together, and the chief 
lurdon of their conversation was recol- 
eotions of their young manhood, and 
especially of the event* of the old w»r 
'or independence, "a part of which 
.hey saw aud a part of which they 
weve." 


One of these venerable men was a 


stout, baldheaded, rotund, jolly old 
gentleman, and was known by evory- 
lody aa "Uncle Billy." The other was 
a tall, spare mm, With abundant flow- 
tig locks, rather grave and precise in 
speech, aud magisterial in deportment, 
le was as generally known as "The 
Squire," he having been a justice of 
the peace several successive years in 
middle life. 
Both were more than 


ghty years of age. 
Uncle Billy waa the senior of the two 


by a few months. In his youth he was 
i clerk with Robert Morris, the patri- 
otic financier of the Continental Con- 
gress. Later in life he became a suc- 
cessful merchant, owned a privateer 
during the second war for independ- 
ence, and for more than thirty years 
tad lived quietly upon an ample com- 
petence in the enjoyment of wife, chil- 
dren and friends. The 'Squire iu hii 
earlier years had been a tort of miscel- 
aneous man—a wit, a scholar to a con- 
siderable degree, a journalist, and a 
great favorite in the best classes of so- 
ciety, and holding some public office 
now and then. In person he was hand- 
some in form and feature, aud a little 
Foppish. He had lived a bachelor, and 
liad saved sufficient money toward the 
sunset of life to make him comfortable 
without laboring for It during life's 
twilight. 


The 'Squire was a genius of many 


features, and had a capacity for many 
excellent performers. Before his ma- 
jority he was a sort of sub-editor of 
Bradford's Pennsylvania Journal, and 
lie took pride in pointing to his artistic 
achievement lu engraving, with his pen- 
knife, the ugly, disjointed snake repre- 
senting the English-American colonies, 
with the significant words below it, 
"Join or Die.'' Itappeared at the head 
of The Journal for many mouths, to the 
great annoyance of the "King's Men," 
who called it "a scandalous aud saucy 
reflection." The 'Squire became a man- 
of-all-work—a sort of Caleb Quotem— 
on Aitkin's Pennsylvania 
Magazine 


when Thomas Paine was a frequent 
contributor to its columns. 


One evening the 'Squire and Uncle 


Billy were conversing about journalism 
in "Revolutionary times," when the 
former gave a most interesting account 
of "Tom Paine," as he called him, and 
his habits. On these occasions I sal 
like a sponge, absorbing at all point,' 
and imbibing an enormous quantity of 
the "spirit of '76," which affected my 
life career. The "Squire said Paine 
had a remarkable head. His forehead 
receded very much;'his eyes were a 
sort of steel gray and rather piercing 
in their glances under excitomeut; his 
nose was large and slightly rubicund, 
and his hair was very dark brown,near- 
ly black. He would come into Aitken's 
little back-room at the Pope's Head, 
above the London Coffee House on 
Market street, quite early in the morn- 
ing, chat a little while with auy whc 
might bo present, and after he hac 
swallowed his third glass of brandy 
would take up his pen and begin to 
write with amazing rapidity. This was 
a signal for all to leave the room.— 
Paino's pen went on without ceasing 
trying to keep up with the rapid pace 
of his thoughts; and in less than two 
hours, sometimes, he would finish one 


from 8» to 66 degree* In twelve hour*. 


The 'Squire reminded hi* companion 


that it waa on tint day, with the fntih 
wind from the north, wh«n Congreei to 
coolly declared the KuglUh-Annrican 
colonies "free aud independent «tat*«." 


"Yea," said Uncle Billy, "I remera- 


ttr the circumstance well. The Decla- 
ration was debated all the forenoon, 
aud about two o'clock iu the afternoon 
he final vote wag takeu. It was • lup- 
Kised that when the great act WM ac- 
ompliihedG'oiigre** would adjourn for 
he day. 
Not 10. The grand work 


was not completed. The represent*- 
ivesof tho people had declared the 
reedom and sovereignty of the colonies, 
and that they formed'a national league 
of states under one government; it was 
low necessary that the new govern- 
ment should have an insignia of sov- 
ireignty. So, after disposing of some 
jther business. Congress appointed a 
committee of three members to 'pre- 
>are a device for a seal of the United 
ilatcs of America'." 


When Uncle Billy had finished his 


narrative, the 'Squire caid: 


"Now 
let us answer the lad's ques- 


ion about this seal." 
"Yes," said Uncle Billy, "the ap- 


raintment of that committee to de- 
vise a seal was about the coolest thing 
of the day. Why, the bantling was not 
hen four hourf old, and nobody felt 
:hat it would live; yet they proposed 
,o prepare a• coat-of-arms, as heavy 
n weight of sovereignty a> was Saul's 
coat-of-mail in brass. Let me see, who 
composed the committee?" 


"Franklin, Adams and Jefferson," 


•aid the 'Squire, who spoke of Frank- 
in as "one supposed to know every- 
hing," of John Adams as "the plump 
Xostonian with a bald head," though 
only forty years of age; and of Jefferson 
as "that tall bean-stalk, the youngett 
of the three, who was only two-and- 
thirty yean of age. 
But he had a 


world of book-wisdom under that wiry 
red hair of his," said the'Squire. 


Uncle Billy remembered hearing 


Jefferson talking with Morris about the 
seal a few days afterward, and showing 
Morris a few weeks later some sketches 
of a device made by a West India 
Frenchman named Du Sinitere. 
The 


Squire then remembered that on one 
hot afternoon 
Franklin and Adams 


came into Aitken's little back room 
with the French artist, and, using the 
small table there on which Paine wrote, 
examined several of his sketches. 


"But they came to nothing," said the 


'Squire. "The subject was dropped for 
a while. 
The war grew hotter and 


better. The members of the commit- 
tee were engaged at different posts of 
duty. Other committees were appoint- 
ed. The subject was briefly considered 
in Congress from time to time, and new 
but unsatisfactory devices were pre- 
sented. It was not until tix years after 
the adoption of the Declaration of 
Independence that Congress approved 
a design for the Great Seal of the 
United States." 


"Who did make the approved device 


of the seal?" asked Uncle Billy, with 
about as much eagerness as the young 
listener felt. "Was it not my friend 
Will Barton, Dr. Ben's younger broth- 


.9'* 
"No, no, Billy," the 'Squire replied 
.thor impatiently: "he had nothing 


, 


of those bold, incisive, logical and al- 
most fierce essays on tho current polit- 
ical topics which appeared from time 
to time and stirred the hearts of th< 
patriots with holy zeal. Then he woulc 
stretch himself out on a settee and slecj 
soundly for an hour, when he woulc 
sally out to meet somecongenial frienc 
on the streets or go to some favorite 
social haunt. 


The 'Squire was a sort of Ariel in the 


public bodies of the city at that time 
and his memory being phonographic ii 
its accuracy -in reporting sayings am 
doings he was held in groat repute, am 
was a favorite at social gatherings. A 
valued friend of Charles Thomson, thi 
Secretary of the Continental Congress 
he learned many a secret motive for 
acts of that body which were hidden 
from public ken. The revelations o: 
these things, long years afterward, madi 
the 'Squire one of the most delightfu 
and instructive companions. 


One evening I handed to Uncle Bill; 


a document printed and written 01 
parchment and bearing the recumben 
seal of the United States, the date as 
early as 1787. I asked the oracles to 
explain the origin of the seal, as i 
seemed to have come down to us ii 
similar form from the beginning of the 
nation. Uncle Billy handed the docu 
menttotho 'Squire, saying, "You know 
more of this than I do; tell the boy al 
about it." 
The 'Squire looked at it a 


moment, and turning to Billy asked: 


"Do you remember the fearful thun 


derstorm that swept over Philadelphia 
on the evening of July 3, 1770, and the 
vc.ry cool, bracing wind from tho north 
west the next morning?" 


Uncle Billy answered in the affirma 


live, and then with much animation he 
related some of his experience at tha 
eventful time, Morris had sent him to 
Chester on some business, and the clerk 
had ridden some distance on the way 
by the side of an express sent by Sic 
Kean, a member of Congress from Del- 
aware, to his colleague, Cfflsar Kodney 
The errand of that express, Uncle 
Hilly said, was of vital importance.— 
The resolution for independence haf 
been adopted on njic second day of the 
month. Tho preamble, or tho dcclara 
tion of causes which had led to tha 
resolution, had been presented and do 
bated, and there were doubts of its 
adoption, as there had been dcvelopec 
some strong opposition to it. McKean 
and Rodney were both in favor of the 
declaration, but the latter was at his 
home in Delaware, eighty miles from 
Philadelphia. 
McKean sent this ex 


press for him. Rodney detained him 
only long enough for luncheon and to 
make a change of linen, when he sprang 
into his saddle, and riding all night he 
reached his seat in (now) Independence 
Ilall in time to cast his vote for the 


measure. "So was secured the 
. 


happy result," Uncle Billy said. 


"I was detained at Chester by a show 


er," said Uncle Billy, "and I was com 
polled to ride all night. I was thinly 
clad, for the weather had been extreme 
ly warm. Tho sudden fall of the tern 
perature that succeeded the shower was 
severe upon me, and I wa* almost 
frozen when I reached Philadelphia 
before sunrise. I observed, as I passer 
tho church of Rev. Dr. Duchd, that thi 
electric rods, put up by Dr. Franklin 
had been struck and bent by the light- 
ning the previous evening. 
Pity it 


hadn't bent the Tory parson back to a 
good Whig, as ho seemed to be when 
ho preached that patriotic sermon in 
Christ Church, just a year before, to 
tho First Battalion of Philadelphia." 


Uncle Billy said Jefferson camo into 


Morris' counting-room that morning 
on lilt wav to the State House, and re 
mark*! that the mercury had faUen 


to do with it until after the whole mat- 
ter was placed in Secretary Thomson'i 
hands." 


The 'Squire wont on to say that i 


the middle of June, 1782, Thoiusont 
showed him and Arthur Lee and Elias 
Boudinot an elaborate device by Bar- 
ton.' It was too elaborate, but in it was 
a device for the reverse of the seal 
which pleased them, which was chosen 
for that position. At the same time 
Thomson showed them a very simple 
and appropriate dovico made by an 
English nobleman, and which he hat 
received from John Adams, then in 
England. They all agreed that it was 
the best device vet offered. Thomson 
reported it to Congress, and it was 
adopted. 
"So you see," said 
the 


'Squire, "we are indebted for our Na- 
tional coat-of-arms—the device on our 
Great Seal—to a titled aristocrat of tho 
country we were then at war with." 


"What was the name of the English 


man?" both Uncle Billy and my kins- 
man asked, with much eagerness. Af 
tcr giving a minute desbriptiou of Bar 
ton's device, the 'Squire said: 


' 'Among others in England who belt 


friendly relations with John Adams was 
John Prostwich, a baronet of the west 
of England, who had been a friend o 
the Americans all through their long 
quarrel and their struggle with the 
British Ministry and the Crown. 
He 


was an accomplished antiquary. While 
John Adams was conversing with Sir 
John one day on the bright prospects 
of the Americans, tho former mention- 
ed tho fact that his countrymen had not 
yet adopted a national coat-of-arms. 
The baronet suggested that an es- 
cutcheon bearing thirteen perpendicu- 
lar bars or stripes, alternate white and 
red, 
like the American flag, with the 


chief bine and spangled with thirteen 
stars, the number of the United States, 
would make a simple and appropriate 
device. He proposed, in order to give 
it more consequence, to place this es- 
cutcheon on the breast of a displayed 
American eagle, with supporters em- 
blematic of self-reliance. 
Adams was 


pleased with Sir John's suggestions, 
communicated them to his friends in 
Congress, and the design was approved 
and adopted. The arms are described 
in heraldic phrases in tho Journals of 
Congress of June 20, 1782. 


Barton's device for the reverse side 


of a pendent seal was adopted, with 
some modifications.

The city wa« full of itrugen; the 
Write HOUM full of applicant* from 
lie North. At any hour of the day one 
might we at the outer door and on the 
UircMe one file going, and or.« file 
ominf. In the anteroom and in the 
iroad eorrlder adjoining the Preiident'* 
iffloe there WM a nutleiaand persUtent 
rowd,—ten, twenty, sometimes fifty; 
varying with the day and hour,—each 
jue iu purtuit of one of the many 
rumbs of official patronage. 
They 


walked the floor: they talked in 


roups; they (cowled at every arrival 
nd blessed every departure; 
they 


wrangled with tho doorkeepers for right 
)f entrance; they Intrigued with them 
or surreptitious chances; they crowd- 
ed forward to get even u much aa an 
nstant'i glance through the half-open- 
ed door of the Executive chamoer. 
They besieged the representatives and 
enators who had privilege of prece- 
dence; 
they glared with envy and 


growled with jealousy at the Cabinet 
ninisters who, by right aud usage, 
msbed through the throng and walked 
mquestioned through the doom. At 
that day the arrangement of the rooms 
compelled 
the 
President 
to pass 


ihrough this corridor and the midst of 
ibis throng when he went to hi* meals 
n the other end of the Executive Man- 
sion, and thus, once or twice a day, 
,he waiting expectants would be re- 
warded by the chance of speaking a 
word, or handing a paper direct to the 
'resident himself—a chance which the 
more bold and persistent were not alow 
to improve. 


At first, Lincoln bore it all with the 


admirable fortitude acquired in West- 
ern political campaigns. Buttwo weeks 
of this experience on the trip from 
Springfield to Washington, and six 
ireeks more of such beleaguring in the 
Executive office, began to tell on his 
nerves. What with the Sumter discus- 
sion, the rebel negotiation, the diplo- 
natio correspondence, he had become 
forked into a mental strain aud irrita- 
ion that made him feel like * prisoner 
lehlnd the Executive doors, and the 
audible and unending tramp of the ap- 
plicants outside impressed him like an 
irmy of .jailers. We can well imagine 
low it intensified tho suspense with 
which he awaited the news from the 
leet and the answer to hit official com- 
munication to the governor of South 
Carolina. 


Amid such surroundings aud labors 


the President received the news which 
now reached the whole country from 
Sumter. It came very gradually—first 
the military scurry about Charleston; 
then Beaurcgard's demand for a sur- 
render, followed by Anderson's prompt 
refusal; and finally, on the morning of 
Saturday, April 13, the newspapers of 
Washington, like those of every city iu 
the Union, North'and South, were fill- 
ed with the startling head-lines and 
thrilling details of the beginning and 
progress of an actual bombardment. 
That day, however, there was but little 
change in the routine of the Executive 
office. Mr. Lincoln was never liable to 
sudden excitement or sudden activity. 
Through all his life and through all the 
unexpected and stirring events of the 
Rebellion, his personal manner was one 
of stcadiuess of word and act. It was 
this quality which, in the earlier stages 
of the war, conveyed to many of his 
visitors tho false impression of his in- 
difference. His sagacity gave him a 
marked advantage over other men, en- 
abling him to forecast probable events; 
and when they took place, his great 
caution restrained his comments and 
controlled his outward bearing. Often- 
times when men came to him in the 
rage and transport of a first indignation 
over some untoward incident, they were 
surprised to find him quiet, oven serene 
—perhaps with a smile on hie face and 
a jest on his lips,—engaged in routine 
work, and prone to talk of other and 
more commonplace matters. 
Of all 


things tho strut aud stagey exhibition 
of mock heroism were foreign to his 
nature. 
Generally^ it happened that 


when others in this mood sought him, 
his own spirit had already been througli
